in tho soil that therefore we would da- 
fraud the worker of the fruits of hia 
labor—or that wo oppose individaal 
ownership of property in nnything. 
Nothing ean bo further from tho truth, 
as our careful readers well know. We 
oppose tlie claims of those who nszert 
aright to property in land besauso it 
then becomes nu article of moaopoly, 
like money, horses and other movables, 
ard this puts itin the power of tho eun- 
ning fow to make slaves of the many 
through the despotism inlorent in land- 
lordry.

Wo have no objection 
to organization so Jong and so far us it 13 
mutual and voluntary, bub when any 
organization arrogates to ilscl? govorning 
powers ovar its membors, aud exacts nje 
legiance from them, u n sovereign over 
ita subjects, thon this organization soon 
becomes the grave of liberty, whether it 
calls itself a kingdom, empireor oloctiva 
republic. 

Again, Xr. Van Winklo assumes that 
bocause we oppose the ilan of properly . 
in tho soil that therefore we would da- 
fraud the worker of the fruits of hia 
labor—or that wo oppose individaal 
ownership of property in nnything. 
Nothing ean bo further from tho truth, 
as our careful readers well know. We 
oppose tlie claims of those who nszert 
aright to property in land besauso it 
then becomes nu article of moaopoly, 
like money, horses and other movables, 
ard this puts itin the power of tho eun- 
ning fow to make slaves of the many 
through the despotism inlorent in land- 
lordry. 
_ Instead of wishing to doprive neighbor 
Van W. of his right to tho frnils of his 
labor, as hestrougly insists, wo advocate’ 
the ouly priaciple that can forever make 
him securo in tho enjoyment of those 
fruits.

Two ways of relief and only two were 
left her: Sho could stay, submit and die 
as her predecessors had done, or she 
could take lier wearing clothes and go 
out into the unsympathizing world, u 
homeless, childless outea.t! The law in 
such cases gives the children and tlie 
home and other property (earned by 
their mutual toil) to tho husband, Even 
tho Led, though she may havo madeit with 
her own hands, is adjudged to the hus- 
band. Tho law says sho left “his bod und 
board without causo” nnd so it allows 
Her nothivg! But hold n moment, I 
baid there wero but two ways open to the 
poor woman; there was n third, viz: sho 
could A7 her husband, or get somo oze 
elso to do it for her, ns thousands of 
wives, inefieer des porution, have doubtless
